3 —(1) Nothing in the Fife Electric Lighting Order 1911 
confirmed by this Act shall in any way limit or affect the 
powers of the County Council of the county of life (in this o 
section referred to as “the County Council”) to rebuild alter 
widen or repair the structure of any bridge upon which any 
work by the Order authorised shall be constructed or impose 
upon the County Council any liability which was not by law 
imposed upon them prior to the commencement of the Order. 

(2) If at any time the County Council require to carry 
out works for rebuilding altering widening or repairing any 
bridge which might involve interference with any portion of 
the undertaking by the Order authorised they shall prior to the 
commencement of such work give the Undertakers one months 15 
notice of their intention to carry out such works and it in 
order to avoid interruption to the supply by the Undertakers 
of electrical energy it is in the opinion of the County Conned 
necessary to temporarily remove the mains and other electrical 
appliances belonging to the Undertakers from such bridge then 20 
the Undertakers shall (and they are hereby authorised so to do) 
at their own expense temporarily carry their cables and wires 
across such bridge overhead or at the side thereof m such a 
manner as will not be a danger or inconvenience to the public 
or unreasonably interfere with the works to be carried out by 25 
the County Council. 

(3) When the rebuilding altering widening or repairing of 
such bridge shall have been completed the Undertakers shall 
have the same rights and powers with regard to such bridge 
and its approaches as they had before the works were carried 30 
out. 


(4) If any dispute arises between the County Council and 
the Undertakers with regard to this section the same shall be 
determined by an arbiter to be appointed on the application 
of either party by the Board of Trade.

Burgh of Alloa in the County of Clackmannan in respect 

of the Burgh of Alloa. 

1. This Order may be cited as the Alloa Electric Lighting 
(Extension) Order 1911 and this Order and the Alloa Electric Lighting * 
Order 1899 (hereinafter called “the principal Order”) may be cited 10 
together as the Alloa Electric Lighting Orders 1899 and 1911. 

2. Subject to the provisions of this Order the Undertakers for 

the purposes of this Order shall be the Provost Magistrates and 
Councillors of the burgh of Alloa whose address is the Municipal 
Buildings Alloa. -^5 

3. Tiie provisions contained in the schedule to the Electric Lighting 
(Clauses) Act 1899 (with the exception of section 84 of that schedule) 
are incorporated with and form part of this ’ Order and the undertaking 
authorised by the principal Order and the Undertakers in respect 
thereof shall be subject to those provisions and so much of the principal 20 
Order as is inconsistent with those provisions is hereby repealed without 
prejudice to anything done or suffered thereunder. 

4. There shall be added to the area of supply for the purposes 
of the principal Order as amended by this Order the area which is 
described in the First Schedule to this Order and is more particularly 25 
delineated on the map deposited together with this Order at the Board 

of Trade by the Undertakers and signed by an assistant secretary to 
the Board of Trade. 

5. Subject to the provisions incorporated with this Order there 
shall be added to the list of streets railways and tramways mentioned 30 
in the Third Schedule to the principal Order (being streets not repair- 
able by the local authority and railways and tramways which the 
Undertakers are specially authorised to break up) the railway which 

is mentioned in the Second Schedule to this Order. 

6 . — (1) The parts of streets throughout which the Undertakers 35 
are to lay down suitable and sufficient distributing mains for the 
purposes of general supply within a period of two years after the 
commencement of this Order as mentioned in section 21 of the schedule 

to the Electric Lighting (Clauses) Act 1899 are those mentioned in 
the Third Schedule to this Order.. 40 
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(2) This provision shall be in addition to and not in substitution 
for the obligations of the Undertakers under the principal Order 
with respect to the streets mentioned in the Second Schedule to that 
Order. 

/. This Order shall come into force upon the day when the Act 
confirming, this Order is passed and that day for the purposes of the 
Electric Lighting (Clauses) Act 1899 shall be the commencement of 
this Order.

Limited in respect to certain Burghs and Parishes in the 
County of Fife. ^ 

1. This Order may be cited as the Fife Electric Lighting Order 
1911. 

2. The provisions contained in the schedule to the Electric 

Lighting (Clauses) Act 1899 (with the exception of section 84 of that 
schedule) are incorporated with and form part of this Order. 20 

3. The Undertakers for the purposes of this Order and within the 
meaning of section 2 of the schedule to the Electric Lighting (Clauses) 

Act 1899 are the Fife Tramway Light and Power Company Limited 
a company registered under the Companies (Consolidation) Act 1908 
with limited liability and having their registered office at 63 Castle 25 
Street Edinburgh. 

4. The area of supply for the purposes of this Order and within 

the meaning of section 4 of the schedule to the Electric Lighting 
(Clauses) Act 1899 shall he the area which is described in the First 
Schedule to this Order and is more particularly delineated on the map 30 
deposited together with this Order at the Board of Trade by the 
Undertakers and signed hy an assistant secretary to the Board of 
Trade Provided that if there he any discrepancy between the said 
map and the description in the First Schedule the said map shall he 
deemed to be correct and shall prevail. 35 

5. Subject to the provisions incorporated with this Order the 

Undertakers are specially authorised by this Order to break ^ up the 
streets not repairable by the local authority which are mentioned in 
the Second Schedule to this Order and the railways and tramways 
which are also mentioned in that schedule. 40 
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6. The streets and parts of streets throughout which suitable and 
sufficient distributing mains for the purposes of general supply are to 
be laid down within a period of two years after the commencement of 
this Order as mentioned in section 21 of the schedule to the. Electric 

5 Lighting (Glauses) Act 1899 are those mentioned in the Third Schedule 
to this Order. 

7. The maximum prices which may be charged by the Undertakers 
as mentioned in section 32 of the schedule to the Electric Lighting 
(Clauses) Act 1899 are those stated in the Fourth Schedule to this 

10 Order. 

8. The sum to be deposited or secured in pursuance of section 5 
of the schedule to the Electric Lighting (Clauses) Act 1899 is one 
thousand pounds being one hundred pounds in respect of the burgh 
of In verkei thing one hundred pounds in respect of the burgh of 

15 Burntisland one hundred pounds in respect of the burgh of Kinghorn 
one hundred pounds in respect of the burgh of Dysart one hundred 
pounds in respect of the burgh of Falkland one hundred pounds in 
respect ,of the burgh of Buckhaven Methil and Innerleven one hundred 
pounds in respect of the burgh of Leven one hundred pounds in respect 

20 of. the .burgh, of Markinch one hundred pounds in respect of the burgh 
of Leslie and one hundred pounds in respect of the parishes mentioned 
in the First Schedule to this Order. 

9. Nothing contained in this Order or in the Acts incorporated 
therewith shall affect any present or future right of the Admiralty 

25 to lay down electric mains and cables and to construct works for 
the purpose of conveying electric energy to and from their naval 
establishments at Crombie and Rosyth. 

10. This Order shall come into force upon the day when the Act 
confirming this Order is passed and that day for the purposes of the 

30 Electric Lighting (Clauses) Act 1899 shall be the commencement of 
this Order.
